Thanks for the good reporting of Don Schorr's excellent Atlanta speech. 

*® u are not responsible, obviously, for the headline-writer’s elitism, "Daniel 
Sohorr onR&sfofcfl for jis&gS&TQt." (Emphasis added.) Your copy includes the quote, 

"and, what's more, Individual responsibility." 

Sohorr is precisely correct. Mot pnly ptcaent reporters or former reporters. 

Ho is no less on point, if perhaps fortunate in late learning, in tolling the 
six lawyers that "no economic enterprise shall sake rules abridging individual 
freedoms of speech and proas." 

In the late 1920a or early 1950s a verjr decent oity editor taught me this in 
telling me, "Son, *r.

Sohorr* s other words remind me of our last exchange; "What has happened to the basic 
concept of freedom of expression as a freedom of every American," I bracket thia with 
his appropriate Reference to "individual responsibility. " 

Although much has happened to me sinoa I last wrote you with, as I recall it, 
"individual responsibility" ao ay text, I do not write you seeking attention and 1 
do not want any attention, I want to do my thing my way. If it is a futility to wont 
to make the system work then it is tny futility. 

In your busy life you may have forgotten ao I remind you. When I told you I had, 
under oath, charged the Department of Justice with perjury you exlaimed "Shat ion't 
done." *03 it is. in my individual responsibility - and on thia I am certain I ga9e you 
on explanation - I did it. ^erjury, as I also reminded you, is a felony. I am certain I 
also reminded you that not reporting a crime is in itself a crime. So I report edxa 
a crime by the prosecutor to the prosecutor. I did It under oath so that the prosecutor 
could prosecute me if I made a false charge. 

Is you con see, I do not hove a jail as a return address. 

And the prosecutor did have to respond. Ilia Response was, I believe, novel. Ho 
filed with the court a stat-ment that I could make and prove such charges ad inf ini tin 
because 1 know more about tho subject than anyone in the FBI, (HBturally, this, too, 
was not news.) n 

It did not end there. It wont to the court of appeals, which speeded its decision 
of July 7, making at it coincide with one that, superficially® considered, can have the 
effect of gutting FOIA. In "oral arguments" (quotes because ay lawyer did not have to and 
did not make one) it became aparont that the court had read and comprehended the brief 
and tho record.
